As- 
sociation:and the proprietary lines of 
that combine, its independence of which 
has been the chief argument giving it 
a special bridge approach at a cost 
of $750,000 to the city. 

In return for the use of the Busch 
terminal facilities, the Terminal] As- 
sociation and its proprietary lines 
would be required to pay the cost of 
operation, taxes and other fixed 
charges of the Busch terminal, in ad- 


dition to 5. per cent on the Busch ter-’ 


minal investment of $2,500,000. 

In the absence of President Moore, a 
representative of the Manufacturers’ 
Railway Co. told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday atfernoon that the with- 
drawal of the Busch offer applied to

Association. This action had been taken, 
he said, because of published reports 
that the Manufacturers’ Railway was 
seeking to effect an operating partner- 
ship arrangement with the Terminal 
and its proprietary lines.

Parent of Indiana Educator Is 
Said to Have Broken Ribs 
and Internal Injuries. 


IS DEFENDED 
Former Pastor of Rockefeller 
Ghurch Declares Father Mis- 
treated His Mother.

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Sépt. 13.—Wit- 


nesses are being summoned today by 
the Vigo County grand jury to tell whai 
they know of the attack upon the aged 


Calvin Hanley, at the latter’s home in 
Middletown, by his son, Dr. Elijah A. 
Hanley, president of Franklin College 
of Franklin, Ind., and who for six years 
was pastor of the John D. Rockefeller 
0. Dr. Hanley, 
a fornrer Baptist minister, is one of the 
leading educators of Indiana. 

It is understood Dr. Hanley switched 
and spanked his father because of al- 
leged@ad treatment of his mother arid 
sister-in-law. In resisting his son, the 
father fell against a window sill, and 
it is reported was seriously injured. 

Oakley Hanley of Indianapolis, a 
teacher, said at the father’s home today 
that Dr. Hanley came here to have an 
understanding with his father concern- 
ing the treatment of the wife and 
daughter-in-law. Dr. Hanley demanded 
that his father apologize to his mother 
and to Oakley Hanley’s wife for re- 
marks and actions accredited to him, 
and he refused. 

The son then proposed to whip him 
as he had been whipped as a boy and 
proposed placing the father on a lounge 
for that purpose. The older man at- 
tempted to reach a shotgun in the cor- 
ner; it is said, and in the struggle fell, 
sustaining the more serious injuries 
reported. 

Dr. Hanley hurried away 
farm home immediateiy after the 
trouble with his father. Dr. W. E. 
Payne of Middletown says that yester- 
day when he was driving past the Cal- 
vin Hanley place, the old man beckoned 
to him. He says the old man was barely 
able. to move al®ut, and was suffering 
from.two broken ribs, a dislocated rib 
and internal injuries. 

Tella of the Attack. 

The doctor says he was told by his 
patient that at $8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, When his two sons, the colleg= 
president and Oak Hanley of Indian- 
apolis, and their. wives, were at the 
house, the college president objected to 
a witticism his father made about Mrs. 
Oakley Hanley and demanded an 
apology. 

The father insisted there had been n> 
offense and the son asked the others 
to leave the room that he might dis- 
cuss the matter with his father. When 
the two were alone, the father told Dr. 
Payne, his son knocked him down and 
trampled him. He got away and went 
to a cornfield, where he hid for a few 
hours and on returning to the™house, 
all were gone, including his own wife. 

At the Sheriff's office, it is said, a 
member of the family made complaint 
and gave a list of witnesses, 

Dr. Hanley’s Statement. 

Dr. Hanley, who is in Indianapolis, 
gave out a signed statement today in 
which he admitted that he had switched 
and spanked his father at the latter's 
home. ° 

“For 2% years,’’ said Dr. Hanley, “I 
have kept my hands off my father, but 
when I learned that he had called my 
mother by an unspeakable name and 
wished she were ‘in hell,’ I could not 
stand it any longer. 

“I don't thfhk I hurt him seriously. 
I tried not to do so. I did not strike 
him with my fist nor did I use a club. 
I wanted to be severe enough to warn 


from the 


him for all future time, but not viol&nt 


enough to injure him.” 

The statement tells of an overpow- 
ering love of his mother, bitterly ‘re- 
greta the ‘‘sorrowful deed,’’ professes 
love for his father, in spite of all, and 
wonders if his action in whipping his 
father will destroy his further useful- 
ness. 


It continues: “I have been brought

Mrs. Pareira confronted @oung 
Murphy at Police Headquarters in 
the approved fashion of third degree 
experts, by placing her chair square- 
ly before him and holding his eve 
constantly while she asked questions 
with sueh rapidity that he became 
confused and broke down after con- 
tradicting himself. 

Murphy declared that, under the lead- 
ership of Lawrence (‘‘Bud’’) Reisenmy, 
20 years old, he assistéd in the burglary 
of three homes last month; and told of 
many other burglaries committee by 
other members of the band. He said 
the main portion of their loot was dis- 
posed of in Chicago by Reisenmy. 

Spectacies Lead to Arrest. 

The arrest of Charles Walden, 317 
Locust street, as he was attempting to 
pawn a pair of stolen spectacles at Sixth 
and Pine streets, Friday, enabled the 
police to trace the loot found in Wal- 
den’s room to Reisenmy, Murphy and 
their companions. 

Reisenmy is serving a W-day sentence 
in the Workhouse for having driven off 
another person's automobile six month: 
ago. He was convicted and paroled at 
the time, but on his mother’s plea that 
he was misbehaving, Judge Ben H. 
Clarke of the Court of -Criminal Correc- 
tion revoked his parole last Tuesday. 

Reisenmy was senf for by Chief of 
Detectives Allender, Saturday morning, 
and will be sweated for all the details 
which Murphy was unable to disclose. 

Carpenter Detained. 

The police detained Charles C. St. 
Clair, a carpenter and electrician at 
1106 Hagnilton avenue, pending investi- 
gation of the statement of Murphy that 
St. Clair’s shop was a rendezvous 1%t 
which he and his companions divided 
their loot and stored some of it. St. 
Clair denies acquaintance with elthe: 
Reiseenmy or Murphy. Three others 
were arrested on the statements of 
Murphy that they were familiar witii 
the gang’s operations. 

Murphy denied that he had receive‘ 
any share of the stolen property. He 
said he was led into the gang by Reisen- 
my, who was a telephone operator in 


the police department until a year ago 

and who still has his police badge, ac- 

cording to Murphy, and uses it to ef- 

fect when challenged by patrolmen. 
Tells of Operations. 

“T was told by Bud that it was easy 
to get into those swell West End 
homes when the families were out, 
and went with him to three places,” 
Murphy said. “ ‘Bud’ knew the habits 
of some of the families because he 
had delivered groceries to them un- 
til a few months ago, and he went 
into the places when the families 
were out of the city or away visiting. 
He had @ system of hanging around 
other places until the family left for 
a picture show, when he would climb 
in through a window and help him- 
self. I stood guard outside on three 
jobs, but Bud never gave me any of 
the money he got when he sold the 
stuff in Chicago.”

Murphy denies that he was impli- 
eated in the robbery of the home of 
Mrs. Pareira at 5802 Westminster 
place on Aug. 13. Mrs. Pareira, wife 
of the chief deputy in the office of 
the U. S Internal Revenue Collector, 
obtained from him a statement that 
Reisenmy answered the description 
which she had of a young man seen 
near her home at the time of a bur- 
giary. 

Reisenmy’s mother lives at 5806 Ver- 
non avenue. Murphy has been living 
with his parents at 4146 Delmar boule- 
vard. He says he never violated the law 
until he met Reisenmy one evening on 
Hodtamont avenue, when talking to two 
girls, and was persuaded by Reisenmy to 
take a walk with him to Norvell’s home. 

Reéisenmy was discharged from his po- 
sition in the police department about a 
year ago, when he Was caught riding in 
an automobile that a friend of his had 
driven off without permission of the 
owners.

Trial Began Tharsday. 

The trial began Thursday and kinship 
to Mrs. Godbee was practically the only 
excuse offered by veniremen in choosing 
the jury. Only a few witnesses, mostly 
those in the postoffice at the time of 
the shooting, were examined. 

Mrs. Godbee continued to have the 
support of her three children and was 
accompanied in the court room by her 
son, King Godbee, and his wife; another 
son, Frank M. Godbee, and wife; her 
daughter, Miss Sarah Godbee;: Dr. amd 
Mrs. Bargeron of Augusta, brother-in- 
law and sister. 

The estrangement of Judge Godbee 
and Edna Perkins Godbee began soon 
after their marriage in 1887. Godbee 
then was poor and the Perkins fam- 
ily was one of the wealthiest in the 
Perkins Junction neighborhood. Not 
long after the marriage Mrs. Godbee’s 
father died, leaving an estate, valued 
at about $100,000, to his three chil- 
dren, Mrs. Godbee, Mrs. C. J. Barge- 
ron and Dave Perkins. Dave was 
about 19 years of age. 

She Took Brother's Part. 

Gotibee took charge of the estate 
left by his wife’s father. Dave Per- 
kins wanted the control of his por- 
tion of the estate himself, but being 
a minor he was thwarted by his 
brother-in-law. Mrs. Godbee did not 
approve of her husband's action in 
constituting himself manager of the 
estate. Phe couple quarreled bitterly, 
and Dave Perkins was brought into 
the row. 


Finally the relations became s0 


strained that Dave Perkins threat- 
ened to shoot Godbee on sight. The 
threat reached the ears of the broth 
er-in-law, and he armed himself 
fiverybody in Perkins Junction knew 
of the hatred between the Perkins boy 
and Godbee. They had heard the 
stories of Judge Godbee having killed 
several negroes in Burke County. Al- 
though he was not known as a man 
who carried a chip on his shoulder.

Two firemen, were injured Friday 
night in a fire jwhich destroyed a grain 
elevator of the Stanard-Tilton Milling 
Co., “a St. Louis company, at Alton, 


ing manufacturing district. A moving 
picture theater near by was hurriedly 
emptied as the fire en@ines passed, but 
nobody was hurt in the disorder. The 
damage is estimated by firemen at 
$200,000. 

The elevator contained 175,000 bushels 
of wheat, which was water soaked. 
It is estimated that a third of the wheat 
is useless. The fire was discovered at 
9 p. m., in the topmost part of the struc 
ture, 80 feet above the ground, and is 
thought to have originated from an 
overheated bearing in the machinery 

Sparks in an upper window were seen 
by men on the river front; and a fire 
alarm was turned in. Before the de- 
partment arrived the entire upper por- 
tion of the building was in flames, Sur- 
rounding the elevator are the mill of the 
company, a four-story brick structure, 
and two tile and brick elevators, owend 
by the milling concern The firemen 
turned their attention to saving these 
buildings. and they were only slightly 
damaged.

fices of Provisional President Huerta. 

In order to accomplish this, a deci- 
sion of the Mexican Supreme Court 
against Potter’s company, in a pro- 
longed litigation, was ignored. Potter, 
despite the fact that the interests in- 
volved were British, was enabled tc 
gain a victory through the _ influence 
which be brought to bear through his 
political and social connections in «che 
United States. He was able to bring 
this influence to bear upon former 
President Taft, upon former Secretary 
of State Knox, and upon the Mexi- 
can Government under Madero. 

Potter a Social Arbiter. 

His most important aid, it is said, 
was former Ambassador Henry Lane 
Wilson, of whom he was a close ver- 
sonal friend. Potter, during Ambassa- 
dor Wilson’s regime, was social arbitet 
of the American embassy. Despite all 
that the former Ambassador, with the 
approval and assistance of Taft and 
Knox, could do in way of demands anil 
threats, Potter was unable to force 
President Madero to override the court's 
decision for the benefit of Potter’s Brit- 
ish company. 

The litigation was based upon a dis- 
pute concerning the water rights granted 
by the government of Porfirio Diaz to 
the Tlahualio Cotton Co. in the La- 
guna District, near the City of Tor- 
reon. When the Madera government 
fell, Ambassador Wilson was still press- 
ing the negotiations. 

Huerta Embraced H. L. Wilson. 

The night when Huerta, Felix Diaz 
and Senor Mondragon met at the Amer 
ican Embassy, and with the assistance 
of Henry Lane Wilson, then Ambas- 
sador, entered into the celebrated agree- 
ment by which Herta\became the pro- 
visional President, Huerta, after signa- 
tures had been attached to the docu- 
ment, expressed his thanks to Henry L. 
Wilson for his services in the most en- 
thusiastic terms. According to the story 
of persons who were present, Huerta 
threw his arms about Wilson, saying: 

‘What particular thing does your Gov- 
ernment want done? You can have any- 
thing you wish.” 

Wilson suggested that there were sev- 
eral questions pending between the two 
countries, the administration at Wash- 
ington was anxious to have settled. “‘But 
the particular matter which my Govern- 
ment especially desirous of having 
arranged,” he said, “is the Tlahualio 
case.”’ 

“Consider it done,” said Huerta. . 

Ambassador Wilson suggested that the 
Supreme Court of Mexico had decided 
against Potter’s company, which might 
complicate matters. Huerta returned 
some satisfactory assurances, 

Potter Gets Big Indemnity. 

Before Ambassador Wilson was 
called an agreement Was entered into 
by. the Mexican Government to pay to 
Potter’s company several millions of dol- 
lars inssatisfaction of its claim.

The municipal reformers and “city 
fathers” need the uplift worst.

them down with them. They fail in 
family life first and spread their own 
failures into the community until no 
one is low enough to escape their 
influence.

This is the title of a novel Cannan 
has just published to get readers for 
his theories of sociology. He is a Lon- 
don newspaper writer, approved by 
George Bernard Shaw. His story is 
that of the family of an easy-going, 
high-church clergyman who works 
among the poor of the city to uplift 
them. It is not until his old age that 
the clergyman himself realizes the 
meaning of. his own preaching. -He 
is then supposably converted to Chris- 
tianity.

The nov- 
elist describes this as basely infernal.

tality, and finally even the hope of it.’’

he has come across, religious, scientific 
or metaphysical, for a life beyond the 
grave.

“Tt seems odd to reflect that, althéugh 
there will be an absolute chemical 
equivalent for a human body if cre- 
mated, there will be no equivalent known 
to us in respect of human consctous- 
ness. The answer is, of course, that 
the effects of consciousness persist in 
the memory of others, and sometimes 
in written or printed matter, long after 
the death of the person, though, of 
course, by no means forever.”’ 


An extraordinary argument! What ts 
left of a body after cremation is a 
chemical product—ashes and gases. The 
materialist might expect -to- discover 
some gas or salt that would represent 
the dead man’s consciousness. There 
is none. And so he evades the subject 
by saying that the “‘effects’’ of the dead 
man’s consciousness are to be found in 
the minds of survivors, or in books or 
documents. Are the “effects’’ of con- 
sciousness the same thing as conscious- 
ness? 

But why criticize Mr. Haynes? He 
admits himself that belief or disbelief 
in a future life is a question of desire 
and motive. To quote him: ‘Men do 
not like thinking about death any more 
than Dame Quickly thought that Fal- 
staff would like thinking about God. 
All their life-long habits would be upset 
if they were certain about a future life. ’ 
And he adds: ‘‘Most of the current ar- 
guments are colored with this desire 
to avoid contemplating a future life as 
a reality of immediate importance,.”—

he Abbott Cantrell, M. D., author:

Its style is not very 
different from that of the Chinese phi- 
losophers who studied under Confuctlus. 
It is intended to show from psychology 
that every man becomes an employer or 
an employe according to his ‘“‘respon- 
sivity,”” and that everything he does in 
his work or his pleasure is recorded in 
his face so plainly that anyone who 
knows how may read his life and his 
mind by looking at his face.

LIVERPOOL, England, Sept. 13.—The 


body of the late Mayor Gaynor of New‘ 


York was removed this morning from 
the Liverpool Town Hall, where it had 
been accorded unprecedented honors by 
Great Britain, and taken to the Cunard 
Line steamer Lusitania. It was placed 
in the mortuary chapel on the forward 
deck of the steamship. The Lusitania 
is due to arrive at New York, Friday, 
Sept. 19. 

A special guard of six policemen 
watched over the body in the town hall 
throughout the night, 

Early this morning the Mayor's body 
was re-embalmed, this being found nec- 
essary. A death mask of the features 
of the Mayor also wais taken this morn- 
ing In accordance with instructions re- 
ceived from Mrs. Gaynor. 

The Liverpool clergy, headed by the 
Bishop of Liverpool, persuaded Rufus 
Gaynor to consent to the holding of a 
religious service at 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing. In the dim light of candles and 
in the great fog which enshrouded the 
hallway, the Rev. Theo.

Mourners Are Limited. 
The only attendants at the service 


besides several policemen, were Rufus 
Gaynor, the Mayor's son, the nurse 
Who accompanied the Mayor on board 
the Baltic; ‘Horace L. Washington, Uni- 
ted States Consul, and the Secretary of 
the Lord Mayor of Liverpool. 

Afier *he ceremony the body was 
carried to a hearse, which was drawn 
by Tifour ‘horses through the deserted 
streets of the city to the landing stage. 
It ‘was°then transferred to the ship’s 
tender, where the oaken casket was 
placédsin a deal box over which the 
Stars and Stripes were draped. 

The tender steamed alongside tho 
liner Lusitania, which was lying in mic 
stream, and tlie casket was hoisted 
aboard, where it was placed in charge 
of a guard of honor made up of eight 
uniformed quartermasters. 

Unprecedented Honor Shown. 

The placing of the body of Mayor 
Gaynor in state at the foot of the grand 
stairway in.the town hall was an un- 
precedented honor, for never before 
_ had any one lain in state in the his- 
, toric edifice. Covered with the stars 
and stripes and with the British union 
/Yjack draped over its foot, the casket 
“rested on a catafalque brought here 
from Westminster Abbey, London, and 
“»n which has reposed the bodies of 
many of England’s most famous men. 
“tt was last used at the funeral of 
“Neld Marshal Lord Wolsele$ in St. 

ul’s Cathedral last March. 

Candles in the great golden candelabra 
from Westminster Abbey cast a sub- 
dued light up the wide stairway and 
over the detail of picked men from the 
Liverpool police force. John Sutherland 
Harmood-Banner, Lord Mayor, who 
is absent on vacation, had telegraphed 
to the city of Liverpool to do every- 
thirig in ite power in honor of the dead 
Mayor of New York and they carrie‘ 
out their instruction in minute deta‘'. 

When the ‘steamer Baltic, on board 
which Mayor Gaynor died at sea last 
Wednesday, docked, the landing stage 
was cleared of all persons except the 
holders of tickets. A great crowd had 
assembled outside the dock gates, As 
soon as the gang plank was run out, 
Horace Washington, the United 
States Consul, accompanied by a delega- 
tion from the “White Star Line, went 
aboard the chip. Washington met Rufus 
Gaynor, son of Mayor Gaynor; and ex- 
pressed condolences on behalf of him- 
self and the Lord Mayor of Liverpool. 

Faneral Cortege Watched. 

From the dock the coffin was carried 
to the street, where it was placed in a 
hearse drawn by four horses, which was 
followed by the Lord Mayor's carriage 
by Rufus Gaynor and Consul 
Was n. The funeral cortege, es- 
corted by a squad of mounted police, 
made ite way through a dense crowd 
of quiet people, who uneovered their 
heads as the hearse passed to the town 
hall. The hearse was followed on foot 
by a woman in deep black, who had 
at hér side a little girl, The womar 
declined to give her name, but said 
she was a friend of Mayor Gaynor’s 
from New York. The secretary of the 
-Yord Mayor assisted by civie digni- 


 tarles, received the body &t the town 
hall. When the coffin was placed on 


the catafalque one end of it was cov- 


ered by a beautiful wreath of lilies of 


‘the valley bearing the following inscrip- 
> tion: 
|. “Deepest sympathy from the Lon 
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then cleared and Rufus Gaynor was 
left alone for a few minutes with his 
dead father. Afterwards Gaynor. wa; 
taken to a hotel by Consul Washington. 
When he had left the building the coffin 
was placed in a massive fumed oal: 
casket. On a brass plate on the cover 
was the inscription: 


“William J. Gaynor, September, 1913.°’.

er. I owe everything to my mother. 
When I was a boy my father would 
Want me to leave school in order to 
help in the work of the farm and mother 
has picked the apples or gathéred a 
load of corn that I might not miss a 
day from school. Her sympathy and 
Prayers have followed me every ste, 
of my life, and year by year I have 
seen her spirits droop; I have seen het 
deprived of all reasonable privileges un- 
til she wished for death. 

“In spite of everything, I still love 
my father and I will gladly do any- 
thing to help him. Only he shall not 
continue to abuse mother. 

“Ten years ago I purchased a home 
for father and mother. Mother, how-

“IT know not what effect this bitter 
experience will have on my future use- 
fulness.

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CONCERNING SUBWAYS IN S&T. LOUIS. 


By Frank Putnam. 

Granting that St. Louis is not yet quite ready 
for a system of subways, or of elevated street 
railways, it is certain one or both will be neces- 
sities of the near future. 

This being true, it is worth bearing In mind that 
the mill tax, levied by the city on the receipts of 
the United Railways Co., withheld by the latter 
and disputed in the courts, now amounts to, rough- 
ly, $2,000,000. This sum, if the city gets it, and 
city officials are confident the city will get it, 
will provide a tidy nucleus for a fund for munici- 
pal subways. 

Meantime, the mill tax fund, held in reserve by 
the United Railways Co. to meet what it regards 
as the unexpected event, to-wit, a decision in 
favor of the city, is increasing steadily, ‘by one 
mill for every fare paid on the surface cars. 

The case is to be argued in the Missouri 8u- 
preme Court in October. All the preliminary 
skirmishes have heen favorable to the city’s con- 
tention. 

St. Louis fs in Boston’s class, counting in 
enough of Boston’s surrounding suburbs to make 
the tally even. Boston's transportation system— 
including surface feeders running from the sub- 
urbs to join elevated tracks about where the city’s 
residential districts begin to merge into the outer 
ring of business districts, and the elevated lines 
in turn all flowing into a downtown subway loop 
—suggests a possible, even a probable, model for 
the future development of the 8t. Louis system. 

New York got subways by enlisting private cap- 
ital, under municipal ownership and control. Op- 
erating companies contracted with bankers for 
money, then contracted with the city to take the 
money and build the tubes, then provided operat- 
ing equipment, and assumed management_of the 
subways under long-time leases, by whose. terms 
the equipment will become city property when 
the leases terminate. The city does not guar- 
antee the bonds issued by the operating com- 
panies to get money from the bankers. The 
city assumes no obligation beyond building 
the tubes with funds so obtained, and mak- 
ing the leases to the operating companies. 
This course was adopted because the city had no 
funds of its own, nor sufficient borrowing capacity 
to pay for building the tubes. 

St. Louis’ new city charter, now being drawn 
for submission to the people, should make provis- 
ion for a resort here to the New York plan, should 
none better be available. 

Excepting possibly within the most congested 
downtown retail district, the existing surface 
car lines will very likely be retained, and needed, 
for local short-distance travel, after the com- 
bined elevated-subway system of the future shall 
have been built. 

Chicago may be the first éf the world’s big 
cities to banish surface car tracks from its 
crowded retail center. London, New York, Ber- 
lin, Paris, Hamburg—all the big cities which 
have subway or elevated traction lines, or both, 
have found it impossible to dispense with the 
surface lines even in their most congested dis- 
tricts. There is a lively possibility Chicago may 
do what they have failed to do. 

Chicago, collecting each year 55 per cent of 
the net earnings of its street railways, has ac- 
cumulated a fund of $10,000,000 (increasing at 
the rate of approximately $2,000,000 a year), 
which it appears has been set apart, with con- 
tinuing accretions from the same source, to pay 
for a downtown subway loop which must 
shortly be built. Some Chicagoans urge using 
this downtown loop when built, to replace 
he downtown elevated railway loop. They 
wish to rid the congested district of the L loop 
because of its almost intolerable noise and be- 
cause it helps the tall buildings shut out the 
light of the sun. An opposing faction argues 
for alloting the proposed subway loop to the 
surface lines, enabling them to take their tracks 
off the surface of the streets in the retail dis- 
trict. Chicago has done a good many things 
that older cities said couldn’t be done. If Chi- 
cago succeeds in doing this trick, St. Louis, 
when St. Louis gets ready for a downtown sub- 
way, might do worse than follow Chicago's lead.
